GOVERNMENT OFFICER NOW AT 
SAN MATEO ANSWERING QUES¬ 
TIONS ON INCOME TAX. 


It will require a small army of men 
to tax the income tax returns of per¬ 
sons subject to the new law. 

Collector of Internal Revenue 
■Wardell announced that fifty officers 
started from his headquarters on 
January 1, and on January 2 every 
one was on the job in the county as¬ 
signed him, to meet the people and 
help them make out their income tax 
returns. The officer assigned to this 
county arrived on January 3, and will 
remain until January 6, both dates 
inclusive. He has his office in the 
City Hall in San Mateo, where he may 
be found every day of the dates 
stated. 

“It will be well for every unmarried 
person whose net income for 1917 is 
$1000 or over, and every married per¬ 
son living with wife or husband whose 
net income for 1917 is $2000 or over, 
to call on the income tax man and 
learn whether or not they have any 
tax to pay,” Collector Wardell said. 
“The person subject to tax who 
doesn’t make return in the time pre¬ 
scribed is going to regret it. The 
government will get after all income 
tax slackers. 

“There’s hardly a business man, 
merchant or professional man who 
won’t have to make return of income. 
Farmers, as a class, will have to pay 
the tax. The safe thing to do is for 
every person who had a total income 
of $1000 or $2000, as the case may be, 
and who is not sure about what de¬ 
ductions the law allows him, to play 
it safe by calling on the income tax 
man. 

“The man in the field will have 
forms for everybody and persons who 
expect to call on him need not trouble 
themselves to write to my office for 
forms.” I 


PAULINE FREDERICK 

Boston, the city of Beans and Culture, and known to its sons as “the hub 
of the universe,” claims Pauline Frederick, although upper New York State 
is a close second, for much of her early life was spent there. Her turbulent 
“emotional” career has led her to heights of stage and screen artistry 
hitherto undreamed of.

This film production when presented for the first time in New York City was 
heralded as the greatest dramatic achievement of the screen. 

So universal did Miss Frederick’s popularity become as a result of this 
that the Famous Players were urged by exhibitors everywhere to produce a 
series of big photoplays starring his phenomenon. As an outcome of this 
clamor it was arranged that Miss Frederick would appear in such a series, 
the first of which would be “Sold,” another great dramatic adaptation from 
the stage.

Central Railroad shops here, ex¬ 
pressed an opinion that “eighty-five 
per cent of the American soldiers are 
bums,” this afternoon. The shopmen 
painted him yellow from head to feet 
and the company approved the job by 
discharging him. 

The recently completed naval air¬ 
craft factory covers three acres, the 
buildings being 400 by 400 feet. The 
keel of the first flying boat was laid 
ninety days after building work was 
begun. The plant, with equipment, 
cost about $1,000,000. 

There is opportunity for employ¬ 
ment at the aircraft factory for 2000 
skilled workmen from almost every 
trade. Women can sew covers on 
the wings and perform some of the 
lighter woodworking operations, and 
it is expected that several hundred 
women will be employed.

ROSES 

Flaming the Lawn and Border. 

Prepared by the U. S. department 
of agriculture 

T HE chief consideration in 
the pluntiug plan for roses 
for landscape effects is that the 
plants should be so spaced that 
when they reach maturity they 
will come together without over¬ 
crowding. The habits of growth 
of the particular varieties cho¬ 
sen will l>e the determining fac¬ 
tor. The spacing should in gen¬ 
eral range from two'to six feet 
Early spring planting is best in 
the extreme northern part of the 
United States and on the west¬ 
ern plains, where there are 
strong, drying winds in winter. 
In other regious fall planting is 
advantageous, but not sufficient¬ 
ly so to warrant postponing 
planting from" spring until au¬ 
tumn. Wheu possible, however. 
It is well enough to push plant¬ 
ing in the fall rather than to 
waif until spring. Spring plant¬ 
ing should be done as soon as 
the ground is dry enough to 
work or when It springs apart 
after being squeezed ln the hand. 
Fall planting is best done as 
soon as the leaves have fallen 
from treeH and bushes.

SECRETARY REPORTS ONLY 
MEAGER BAND OF WOMEN AT¬ 
TENDING WORKROOMS. 


Mrs. J. G. Walker, secretary of, the 
local Red Cross, has submitted a 
schedule of the work accomplished by 
the South San Francisco branch since 
its formation. 

The report shows that 9785 surgical 
dressings have been prepared, along 
with 186 knitted articles. A fairly 
creditable output, but nothing up to 
South San Francisco’s usual activity 
where a call is made upon the city for 
charitable work, particularly in the 
line of effort for the Red Cross So- 
icety. The next figures tell the tale: 
415 in attendance since the opening 
of the workrooms. 

This is meager by comparison with 
what the figures should be. It is 
manifestly unfair to throw the entire 
burden of this work upon a faithful 
few. 

Cheerful Surroundings. 

Every effort has been made to 
create a pleasant atmosphere for the 
workers, and the new rooms in the 
high school building are particularly 
attractive and cheerful, the last ob¬ 
jection having been removed by the 
Installation of a gravel walk leading 
from the street to the school entrance. 
President Wilson himself, in the midst 
of his many harassing problems, has 
repeatedly found time to personally 
appeal to the women of the country 
to aid in making supplies for the Red 
Cross Society. It is not only a beauti¬ 
ful humanitarian work, but one of the 
greatest needs of the government in 
the proper conduct of the war. It is 
a small thing to do, this giving of 
some time to the work, but is still a 
great thing when the sum total of the 
efforts of the women workers of the 
country are summed up. 

Trivial affairs, or matters which 
might be of more importance in times 
of peace, should not be allowed to in¬ 
terfere with the work of the Red Cross 
Society. 

Attendance at the workrooms is a 
privilege and a duty which every 
woman of the community who is be¬ 
hind the government in its war ef¬ 
forts should fulfill cheerfully.

David Goldstein of Boston, a con¬ 
vert to the Catholic faith, who is tour¬ 
ing the United States lecturing from 
an autovan, will deliver an address 
on Grand avenue, next to the Galli 
building, on Friday night, January 11.
